Let me close with a few simple and practical procedures for cre- 
ating a spiritual atmosphere in the home: 

1 Get in the habit of saving a pleasa.t thing as the first words 
you speak in the morning. Say something of a happy and construc- 
tive nature. That will set the mental and emotional tone for the day. 

2. Everybody in the home should get up five minutes earlier and 
utilize those extra minutes for silent praver—evegybody at the table 
for this period. Then let one member of the family offer a few words 
of prayer. This serves to control the usual hectic start of the day's 
work. 

3 Find one of the early morning religious radio programs which 
seems helpful. Sit down quietly and listen to it. 

4. Say grace at lunch. If the wife is alone, let her have a quiet 
moment of meditation, thanking God for her family and asking for 
guidance. 

5. At dinner, say grace. Make a rule that no problems or 
worries or resentments shall enter into the table conversation. 
Make anyone who so offends drop a nickel into a bank. 

6. At the close of the meal let one member of the family 
read a few verses of Scripture. Vary this occasionally with an 
inspiring poem or a stimulating paragraph from a spiritual book. 
Let the one who prays thank God for the other members of the 
family by name.

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Navy Orders Cut 
In Combat Planes 


WASHINGTON — (#) — The 
Navy yesterday ordered about 20 
percent of its combat planes taken 
out of service during the next four 
months and is considering wheth- 
er others must be withdrawn. 

The move signals _ insistence 
from Defense Secretary Johnson 
on economy cuts, bilterly protest- 
ed by naval officials, which fig- 
ured in recent congressional hear- 
ings On inter-service rows. 

The Navy announced that a to- 
tal of 35 squadrons—28 Navy and 
seven Marine—will be decommis- 
gBioned. The sea service now has 
about 2,250 first-line combat 
planes, besides support and service 
a craft. 

The 35 squadrons to be decom- 
Missioned contain about 480 com- 
bat craft. 

The Navy Department an- 
nounced some time ago that a 25 
percent cut in air strength would

The steady rise in vicious assaults on women and children 


cannot continue. 

The time has come to call a 
halt, Fiendish sex criminals must 
be identified and treated as such. 
It is bétter to prevent brutal as- 
saults than to later launch wide- 
spread manhunts after a child has 
been violated and murdered. 

The women and children of this 
nation can never be secure until 
we face one fundamental fact. 
There are only two satisfactory 
courses of action once a sex of- 
fender is identified—cure through 
medical attention or the more dras- 
tic aiterantive — incarceration of 
the. offender. 

Invariably, before a sex fiend 
commits a crime of violence there 
is ample evidence of his tenden- 
cies, Too often, however, he has 
been released either through tech- 
nicality, sentiment, inadequate 
laws or failure on the part of 
citizens to testifv. That is one rea- 
son why criminal assaults have 
increased 50 percent in the past 
10. vears. 

The right of a child dn the 
street to be -secure and the right 
of parents to be free of fear are 
greater than the convenience of 
notential sex-crazed fiends. 

Parole and probation were never 
intended to be the means whereby 
a criminal would be freed to vio- 
late again. Medical and psvchiatric 


knowledge have reached the point

where they can give the facts 
once they have the right to ob- 
serve the offender. 

The menace of sex fiends de- 
mands a widespread program of 
education and action: 

1. Parents and school teachers 
should urge boys and girls to ac- 
cept no favors, money or candy 
from strangers, and, above all, 
nevet get in a car with a stranger 
or accompany him any place. 

2. If existing State statutes do 
not provide for medical and psy- 
chiatric treatment and incarcera- 
tion for the hopelessly incurable, 
then it is time to pass such a law. 

3. Law enforcement agencies 
should be provided the facilities 
and manpower to adequately pa- 
trol and cover a community. 

4. Victims of such crimes and 
their families should. report each 
offense. For every criminal as- 
sault reported there are many oth- 
ers that are concealed by victims 
and their loved ones to escape em- 
barrassing publicity. 

5. Instead of playing down such 
offenses, I would like to see every 
newspaper and radio station in the 
Rc headline these crimes, piti- 
Iassly pointing the spotlight on the 
Offenders and their background 
while withholding the names of 
victims even whén the case is 
tried in court.

Addressing the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of School Administrators, 
Dr. Mark Smith, of Macon, Super- 
intendent of Bibb County Schools. 
declared: 

“Until we have well-lighted. 
well-heated, well-equipped school 
buildings, we can expcet Georgia 
to remain at the tail end of the 
list in regard to education.” 

Dr. Smith said most Georgia 
counties could not improve school 
buildings without financial aid.

We are all for the farmers organizing 
to get fair treatment—but we don’t want 
them or any other group able to make the 
lawmakers “eat out of their hands” any- 
thing they may want to put there.

A Token Approach to Home Rule 


The never-say-die League of Women 
voters has issued another call for effec- 
tive home-rule legislation to end. the ex- 
pensive farce of the General Assembly 
having to spend the bulk of its time de- 
ciding on trivial local matters. 


As always, it is receiving the support 
of the State press and of that small por- 
tion of the public which realizes what a 
travesty our current method of handling 
local legislation is. 


Moreover, it is being accorded by the 
average legislator that which he has tra- 
ditionally given it... lip-service and lip- 
service only. 


The League, pointing out that home 


rule was finally passed by the House at 


the last session of the Legislature, is ap- 
parently hopeful that the Senate will en- 


act the bill into law in January. But we 


have been fooled so many times in the 


past that we are far from optimistic. 

At any rate, we are pleased to note 
that, in one or two counties, legislators 
are holding meetings for the purpose of 
discussing proposed local legislation. That 
is encouraging. 5 

The people affected ought to have at 
least a semblance of a voice in local leg- 
islation even though past experience 
teaches us that, in the vast majority of 
the cases, the legislators are going to do 
what they want to anyhow. 


Struggle for Power in Europe 


Because of its industrial, technical and 
physical ‘resources, as well as its location, 
Germany still is the potentially dominant 
state in Europe. In the future it again 
may swing the balance of power. 


That is why the Western Allies are 
deeply concerned over the course to be 
taken by the new Federal Republic of 
Germany, which they have sponsored. 


Germany is the vital spot in the cold 
war in Europe. Russia, of course, has set 
up an East German “republic.” She is 
making bold bids for German favor, in: 
cluding the granting of amnesty, restor- 
ing full civil and economic rights, to for- 
mer Nazis and Army officers. Rumors 
are circulated that Russian troops will 
be withdrawn and that some of the Ger- 
man territory given to Poland may be 
restored. 

It was to combat Soviet tactics that 
Secretary Acheson rushed to Paris and 
then to Germany. The Western problem 
is to allow the new German republic the 
maximum of freedom without allowing 
the country again to become a military 
threat. It is a matter of cold politics in 
the cold war that we must do so. 

The concessions by the United States, 
France and Britain, as announced by 
German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
this week, were granted to put an end to 
some restiveness which has developed in 
Western Germany as a result of Russia's 
moves and propaganda. The dissatisfac- 
tion stemmed more from Allied disman-

tling than from any other cause, so it 
was agreed to slow down this program 
and negotiate further. for perhaps a com- 
plete stoppage. The victors also decided 
to let Western Germany build bigger and 
swifter merchant ships, establish trade 
consulates abroad and enter some of the 
international organizations. 

In return Germany promised close co- 
operation with’ the Allied Security Board 
and the Control Authority for the rich 
industrial Ruhr Valley and to allow for- 
eign investments in German _ industrial 
enterprises. 

This latter probably was aimed at 
allaying «he fears of France. For good 
historical reason, France has opposed an 
end to dismantling. But if French inves- 
tors are allowed to take a part in Ger- 
man industrial revival that can serve as 
a guarantee that the plants will not be 
used for war production. 

While dismantling is a keen and sensi- 
tive issue in Germany, it is more a mat- 
ter of pride than actual effect. German 
steel production is limited to 11,100,000 
tons a year. Plants outside those sched- 
uled for dismantling have a capacity of 
13,300,000 tons. But Germany is produc- 
ing steel at the rate of only 9,600,000 tons 
annually and much of that is being stock- 
piled because of lack of foreign markets. 

Leaving the plants in Germany won't 
help the country in an economic way, but 
it will remove a sore spot from the Ger- 
man scene and reflect io the definite po- 
litical advantage of the West. 


_ Tax Increase Unlikely in 1950 


WASHINGTON—Whatever chance existed that Congress next year will follow President Tru- 
man’s advice to raise taxes sufficiently to balance the budget flew out the window when the Presi- 


dent’s two principal financial advisers came out the other day in defense of deficit financing. 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder told a 
Senate Investigating Committee that “the general 
economic welfare of the country,” rather than a 
fixed determination to live within income, should 
determine whether the Government should bal- 
ance the budget or go into the “red” in any 
particular vear. 

And Frank Pace, Jr., Director of the Budget, 
not only echoed that opinion but reduced it 
squarely to 1950 reality by citing unexpectedly 
increased farm price-support and foreign-policy 
costs as samples of “fluctuating expenditures” 
difficult for taxes to keep up with. So long as 
the present tension with Russia. persists, Pace in- 
dicated, fhe United States might just as well re- 
Sign itself to deficit spending. 


The crucial political fact that these state- 
ments impinge upon is that Congress never 
in its history raised taxes without heavy and 
unanimous pressure from the President and 
his financial managers. And Congress rarely 
has raised taxes under any circumstances in 
the just-before-election atmosphere that will 
prevail next year. 


Snyder’s citation of “general economic welfare 
of the country” as the determinant of whether 
taxes should be raised or not has a familiar ring. 

It is exactly that philosophy which has gov- 
erned throughout the 17 years of the Roosevelt 
and Truman Administrations with the effect of 
keeping the Government in the red for all that 
period excepting the two years of the Ejightieth 
(Republican) Congress. 

The fact that the Republicans, on the heels of 
this budget-balancing feat, were summarily 
kicked out of control by the nation’s voters makes 
_» it all the more unlikely that Congress ever again 


« ‘will move of itself to slash expenditures, much 
~ "less raise taxes, short of some sort of Federal 


financial collapse. 
When he first came to the White House in 


the midst of a national depression, Mr. Roosevelt 


was still sticking to the old-fashioned notion that 


the way to recovery was hard work and frugality. 

Mr. Roosevelt's very first demand upon Con- 
gress was for an unprecedented blanket reduc- 
tion in Government salaries and veterans’ pen- 
Sions. 


The reaction of the deprived voter groups 
to that measure was so swift and pronounced 
that Mr: Roosevelt within scarcely more than 
a month did a complete about face. He 
launched the program of price inflation by 
currency juggling and doles alike to city 
workers and farmers which has been the 
election meal ticket of the Democratic Party 
ever since. 


President Truman likewise began on a note of 
national retrenchment. He swiftly demobilized 
the war machine and initiated a $5,000,000,000 
tax reduction. 

Possibly because the Democratic Party in 1946 
took its first decisive licking in 17 years, Mr. 
Truman then dropped his economy shibboleth 
and turned back wholeheartedly to tfe Roosevelt 
get-elected receipt of big spending and big taxes. 


That formula paid off when farmers, 
angered by the timid Republican move to- 
ward reduction in farm price supports, joined 
with unionized city workers, angered by the 
Taft-Hartley Act, to re-elect President Tru- 
man and restore Congress to the Democrats. 


Mr. Truman followed the Snyder idea of 
basing financial policy on “general economic wel- 
fare of the country” last Summer when he with- 
drew his demand for a tax increase because of 
an incipient economic dep ion. And if times 
are good next year, budget balancing probably 
will be opposed on the ground that higher taxes 
or reduced Government expenditures might inter- 
rupt prosperity.

‘This I Remember, 
With Great Honesty 


This is about Mrs. Roosevelt, so if she be a 
subject which causes your blood pressure to go 
* up and down like a ballet dancer doing en- 
trechats, then, gentle reader, be warned. 

I happen to think Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt to be a very re 
markable woman, of great intellectual honesty. The ‘fact that 
various polls, surveys and so on reveal the American people to 
regard her as the greatest American woman merely reveals my 
opinion to be an average one. 


Memoirs At any rate, I have just finished reading “This I 

Remember,” the second volume of her memoirs. The 
book carries her from her husband’s illness and his convales- 
cence in the early twenties to his death in April, 1945. It is a 
better book and there is in it, to me at any rate, a great evidence 
of wisdom of the sort which is gained only from sorrow and ex- 
perience with great events. There is the usual honesty and there 
is shrewdness in it. She has been through a lot—from the day 
when Franklin felt a chill after swimming on through his fight 
to participate in life, which included the governorship of New 
York and four terms in the White House with a world depression 
and a World War for diversion. 

A lot of people today tell us what Roosevelt did to us in those 
years, forgetting, apparently, how interesting it is to take the 
countries subjected to the same world forces and see what hap- 
pened to them. We come out of it very well indeed, with all our 


freedom intact. 
Mrs R There is surprisingly little in the book about Wash- 
. 4 ington and the administrations. The facts are evi- 
dent—Mrs. Roosevelt was rarely consulted by her husband and did 
not try to influence him in any of his actions. She did not want 
him to be President. She had to compete with her mother-in-law 
for her husband’s time. She never really had a home. There was 
much to discipline this woman. She had to develop self-control, 
or crack. 

What vou get from the book is a picture of Mrs. Roosevelt 
herself. You get from it, too, that she has developed to a re- 
markable degree the quality which she most admires in others, 
self-control. 


She discusses her beloved brother, who was an alcoholic. 
“Fundamentally, I think Hall always lacked self-control. He had 
great energy, great physical strength and great brilliance of mind, 
but he never learned complete self-discipline.” As you go on 
with the book the thought keeps coming through that the strength 
of this woman lies in the fact of her own complete self-discipline. 
You consider, too, how she learned it. She learned it in the dread 
hours when her young husband was stricken; in the hours when 
he struggled back to ability to participate, although always com- 
pletely crippled from the waist down: in the years in New York, 
in the miserable years of fear and depression, the war, the trips 
to Britain and, finally, the call from Steve Early and the long 
ride on the train batk from Warm Springs: “I lay in my berth 
all night with the window shade up, looking out at the country- 
side he had loved and watching the faces of the people at stations, 
and even at the crossroads, who had come to pay their last. tribute 
all through the night.” 


Honesty Here is a woman with tact, with courage, with com- 
plete intellectual honesty, but greatest of all, with 
complete self-control. 

She has a sharp eye. Her comment on- Henry Wallace and the 
“suru” letters is brief, but devastating: ‘I did not know Henry 
Wallace well, but my feeling was that he had simply been carried 
away by his intellectuai curiosity. He was not realistic enough 
to appreciate how those letters would look to people who did not 
have the same kind of curiosity. I think that was one of his 
chief troubles: he cannot keep his feet on the ground,” 


Henry can’t, a fact which was late in coming to us. We were 
lucky about Henry, who didn’t have self-control, or discipline, 
and who consequently fell to pieces as a person and as a mentality. 

It is her discipline of mind which sends her serenely along, 
oblivious of the critics, rabid and otherwise, and which allows her 
to discuss in her book the episodes which her chief critics were 
using as ammunition believing, apparently, she would never dis- 


cuss them. 

She was never close to, and apparently was not 
New Deal interested in, the “‘Young Turks” of the New Deal. 
Her estimate of Harry Hopkins is salty and surprising. She lived 
her own life, being on the fringe of the big show, but never a part 
of it. There was just once when the President called on her in 
politics. That was to go to the convention and speak. He called 
on her again to go to Britain and to the Pacific during the war. 

The Rooseveit children and the psychology and the pressures 
which have impinged upon them are in the book in a most reveal- 
ing and understandable manner. So are some of the “great” who 
visited them during the war. 

Any person who is interested in the history of our times, and 
of the Roosevelts, will want to read the book. But, I warn those 
who may go on to read it—the other characters are in it, even to 
kings and queens, but the person who emerges in greatest stature 
is Eleanor Roosevelt herself. (Harper and Brothers, $4.50.)

Lauds Truman 


After Talk 


WASHINGTON—#)—The Shah 
of Iran and President Truman yes- 
terday talked over relations be- 
tween the United States and Iran 
including possible increased Amer- 
ican aid for the strategic Middle 
Eastern country. 

After the 40-minute conference, 
the 30-vear-old Iranian ruler sum- 
med up his impression of Presi- 
dent Truman for White House 
reporters with these words:

There was no word from the 
Shah, or from the White House of- 
ficials, as to whether Mr. Truman 
made him any promises, 

The Shah wouldn’t gi’e anv de- 
tails but said they talked over a 
wide range of subjects including 
“the things which are dear to both 
countries—liberty and freedom.”

McLoughlin said. The patient may 
go into a diabetic coma and die— 
even before he is aware he has 
the disease. 


Diabetes, Dr. McLoughlin, 


may cause changes in vision due 
to changes in blood vessels that 
supply the eyes. Retinal hemor- 
rhages and even loss of eyesight 
may result. The uncontrolled dia- 
betic is more susceptible to neu- 
ritis, less able to combat infections 
and more prone to have gangrene 
of the extremities. 

Dr. McLoughlin emphasized that 
more than half of all cases of 
diabetes can be controlled by diet 
alone, whereas more serious cases

If your left-hand 
opponent froze the pack, he is 
more likely to hold such cards, and 
if he throws them it will do you 
no good. 

Question: Is there a variation of 
four-handed canasta in which 15 
cards are dealt to each player, in- 
stead of eleven? 

Answer: Yes, but it is played 
with three packs of cards instead 
of two and involves a number of 
other playing and scoring rules dif- 
ferent from the usual game.

veloped during the war to combat 


deadly Lewisite gas, may help doc- 
tors diagnose lead poisoning, Dr, 
George T. Lewis, professor of bio- 
chemistry at Emory University, 
told the annual conference of the 
Georgia Section, American Chemi-, 
cal Society, here yesterday. 

Dr. Lewis said so far the com- 
pound had not helped cure lead 
poisoning, but it had proved use- 
ful in alleviating mercury and gold 
toxicity. Summarizing research 
with BAL (British Anti-Lewisite) 
at Lawson Veterans Hospital, Dr. 
Lewis said: 

“BAL might be useful in the es- 
tablishment of diagnosis of lead 
poisoning in cases where exposure 
has not been too heavy. A rela- 
tively small amount of lead might 
have entered the body and been 
deposited. Under these conditions 
analysis of blood or urine for lead 
would not reveal its presence. 
However, injection of BAL would 
serve to promote its excretion in 
the urine in sufficient concentra- 
tion to furnish proof of exposure.”

Mrs. McIntosh said it was 
wrong to glorify professional ac- 
tivity over housewifery and 
make a girl think she’s, been 
wasting four years if she gets 
married on graduation day. 

“Many persons feel house- 
work is beneath them and 
wasting their education,” she 
said.

Do some parents embarrass their children? 


Answer: Many of us do, some- 
times in ways we can avoid and 
sometimes unavoidably. Children 
use their parents as a sort of buf- 
fer between themselves and the 
harsh and critical world, taking 
refuge in our supposed dignity and 
wisdom from the fear the realiza- 
tion of their helplessness arouses. 
To have us appear ridiculous thus 
is one of the most painful shocks 
to which we can subject them. 
You may at times have to do 
things which seem “silly” to a 
child because they are unconven- 
tional, but be careful not to “lose 
your dignity” before him. 

Are most people’s characters 

Consistent? 


Answer: No, writes Dr. Fran- 
7iska Baumgarten in a Swiss jour- 
nal of occupational psychology. If 
by “character” we mean a set of 
comparatively uniform ways of re- 
acting to life situations, we must 


bear in mind that the same person 
may react quite differently in two 
different fields. As a scientist he 
may be “revolutionary” and yet in 
politics be most “conservative.” 


May impaired heairng make a 
child seem feeble-minded?
